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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed on 2/26/04 has been fully considered and made of record. 

2. The rejection of claims 8-14, 22-28, 32 and 33 which were rejected in the Office Action 
mailed October 29, 2003 under 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103; these claims are rejected under 
either 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103 herein for substantially the same reasons as provided in the 
previous Office Action which is incorporated herein and made a part hereof. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 2/26/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the following reasons: 

Applicant recites inter alia: . . pushing the portion of the stretch into the slot in a 
direction having a circumferential component with respect to the axis" (Cf. claims 8, 22 and 32). 
The Examiner's position as stated in the preceding Action was and continues to be that since the 
c 429 teaches that the coils are deflected circumferentially along the core face (Cf. Fig. 2, 17; col. 
5, lines 66- col. 6, line 2) and guided in a circumferential direction with respect to the axis 
toward their slots by deflecting pins (Cf. Fig. 2, Fig. 2, elements 69 & 71; col. 6, lines 1 ff.). 
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It appears that Applicant fails to recognize the scope of the claims when judged in view 
of the c 429. (Cf. In re Geuns, 26 USPQ 2 nd 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993)). 

4. With the remainder of the claims rejected under either 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103, they 
stand rejected as carefully articulated in the previous Office Action and in Responses to Remarks 
in paragraph 3 above. 

Furthermore the Office saith not.
